As one example of such co-opera­ 
tion the commission cited a report 
frcm one of its gam e protectors who 
stated th a t he had hauled more th a n 
four tons of apple ‘‘pum m ies” into 
the woods and that they had been 
eaten by m any different species of 
wild life. 
It has been found 
th a t where 
these have been throw n in piles in 
the woods th a t the deer, during 
winter, will paw the frozen m aterial 
md eat 
it. 
Rabbits likewise are 
fond of them. 
Of course birds feed 
on the seeds which are available. 
Commission offirials claim th a t it 
has also been reported in several 
cases where the m aterial has been 
hauled out and scattered, the result 
has been a nice thicket of apple 
trees. 
These, of course, m ake good 
seedlings for transplanting, and the 
“pum m ies” are also available for 
wild life, the same as where placed 
in piles.
